While the diffi- 
culty th<- teacher has in making her 
requirements understood by, lip 
movements only is easily to be 
imagined. Signs are perhaps as 

swill as speech, hut manual spelling 

and writing of English are as slow 

as the oral work." 

"Then why, my dear sir, don't 
you use I he signs?" 

"Stgusare used when necessary, 
but thai their exclusive use Is pre- 
judicial to the progress of ihe pupil 
I shall hope lo show you in passing 
through our manual departments 
Come this way, please."

If is much slowei work, bul ihe ad- 
vantage is great beyond com- 
parison." 

"Hut they seem to understand 
signs so much quickertban written 
language," said ihe bachelor 

member. "Don'l you over lose 
patience? Is il not sometimes i 

d temptation to drop into signs 
in a. friendly way?" "Verj often a

"Hut what is the use for I hem to 
know two languages?" inquired the 
economist, whs wishes to he consis 
lent. 

"Your firsl question fust, if you 
please," said the superintendent 
"You first asked why we ilo not use 
signs instead of the oral method or 
manual alphabet. The Inadequacy 
of the signs hi educate the child is 
now plain to you. A child may sign 
intelligently and yet be unable to 
read the simplest book (lei alone 
his Bible), or to comprehend the 
simplest sentence written by parents 
or friends. A child may sign in- 
telligently enough to his deaf nude 
mates, and yel be unable to express 
himself in writing to parents or 
friends in Ihe simplest terms. Hut 
the use of the Euglish language, 
spelled or written, in the school- 
rooms will enable him to do both 

And that is why we prefer the latter 

method, even though it' is slower 
and more tedious. That is why 
persons who use the mhuual alpabot 
and writing, and drop the use of 
t In- sign -language as far as possible, 
make 1 Ihe best leachers. Theit 

pupils always write English with 
greater facility because the teachers 
themselves use it persistently in 
communicating with them. 

" See if you can understand this," 
he continued, going through a suc- 
cession of rapid gestures .at which 
ommittee gazed in fascinated 

alarm 

" \ on do not? Of course not ! 

That is what the sign-language is 
like. Now, if you had children 
here at school, which method would 
you wish them lo use? The sign- 
language could not empower them 
to write intelligently to you, nor 
to understand y«ur written speech 
to them The manual alphabet 
and writiug in construction of 
English speech would. The signs 
would not help them to the world 
of books, or the world of active 
and useful men and women. The 
manual alpaabet and Ihe Euglish 
language would. Which would 
you choose? The latter, of course. 
The reason that deaf-mutes have 
in the past boon looked upon as 

deficients is largely owing to their 

pasl inability to use (he English 

language with propriety and in- 
telligence. That is why we try, 
even at the expenditure of more 
lime and greater effort, to teach 
English by writing and manual 
alphabet, and discourage the use of 
sions in Ihe schoolroom. That is 
why we have fewer pupils and 
r salaries lo each teacher, Q 

E. D , you ask why we leach (hem 
two languages. They teach them- 
selves the si: n-., hy association 
with each other. Signs will, of 
course, continue to bo used for 
many years lo come, but we think 
that in insisting on (he use ol 
English only in the schoolrooms we 
have found the surest and quickest 

means of lifting the deaf child to 

the level of his hearing brother." 

The superintendent turned for 

Hie assent of the Other members, but 
the best dressed man was talking

SOUK i in his place with 



Waller Ashery Zelch, a mute, 
livinc, at No. 822 Ulysses Street, 

Mr. Washington, has Invented a 

mechanical toy, a little out of the 
ordinary scops embraced by the 

manufacturer of mechanical toys. 

1 1 consist of two uprights and a 
platform. In one of the uprights is 
located B man's head set on a spring 

pivot. The other upright at the 

farther end of the platform contains 

a toy cannon Projectiles are plac- 
ed in the cannon which is aimed at 
the upright on the opposite side of 
the platform. The force for the 
projectiles is secured by a spring in 
the cannon. When the rod is 
drawn back lln- man's head on the 
other upright is drawn into view. 
When the cannon is exploded the 
head drops, allowing the projectile 
to strike ou a cushion formed on 
the top of the head. If the cannon 
was stationery il would be an easy 

matter for the gunner to hit the 

mark every time, tint the cannon 
must be Sighted and held securely, 
else the ball would miss the mark. 

The work was started last Apri 1 
and completed before the month 
hod expired. The young inventor 
lacked the necessary money to have 
the device patented, ami kepi the 
matter a secret from his parents. 
While SOmplellug his course at llie 
Western Pennsylvania Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb in Kdge- 
wood, he saved his money and 
during the vacation kept his 
spending money. He applied for a 
pa I cut on September 16th, through a 
Washington patent attorney and on 

Decern bei 2d it was granted. It was 

not until he was sure of his patent 
that he notified his parents. Two 
days before securing the patent 
papers, lie received a letter from 
his attonery telling him that the 
patent would be granted on 
December 2. This letter he showed 
to his mother, who had became BUS 
pillions of the mail which passed 
between her 1 son anil the patent 

office. 

The inventor is 2-'l years old, and 
since birth has been handicapped 
by his luck of speech. He is one of 
eight children, three of whom arc 
mutes. Ho was born at Mt. Savage, 
Md., a son of Mr. and Mrs Henry 
Zelch. Two years later the family 
moved to Pittsburg, lie attended 

the Mt. Washington public school 

for two years, but when 8 years 
old was taken out. Two years later 
he was planed in the Fdgewood 
school, where two of his sisters are 
now attending, lie was graduated 
last June.

Edgewood he worked as a oarpentei 
and wood carver. His work done 
al the school is neat. 

Although he never had a teacher 
in drawing, he has done some very 
good work in landscape and por- 
trait work.

In 
I St? he was joined in wedlock to 
Miss Charlotte Peck, and one son, 
referred to above, resulted from the 
union. He was an excellent teach- 
er, painstaking, kind, generous to a 
fault, and above all, a sincere 
Christian. He was the first deaf- 
mule teacher of the Institution. 
His wife still lives, ami he has also 
one sister still living, Mrs. Alice 
Hanson, residing at Richmond, Ind.

The Evening Bulletin, of this 
Monday, 9th, reported the follow- 
ing:— 

"Kneeling and with bauds clasp- 
ed above his head in an attitude 
of prayer, Joseph Ferral, a deaf 
mute, was found dead in the office 
of Samuel Johnson's cigar factory at, 
818 Krie Avenue, yesterday after- 
noon. An open gas jet tolditsown 
story. 

Ferra! had been employed as a 
general utility matt about the 
place. He had the keys lo the 
factory and opened up in the 
mornings. In the evenings he was 
the last one to go. On Saturday 
afternoon he left the factory four 
o'clock and was not expected lo 
return. Going to his home, at 81 10 
E. Lippiucott St , he partook of 
what wns to be his last meal, and 
I hen went out, leaving his wife, 
who is also a deaf-mute, at table. 
The was the last time he was seen 
alive. 

The man probably went to the 
factory and entered the office. 
Whether he deliberately committed 
suicide or whether the gas jet was 
accidentally turned on will always 
remain a mystery. No reason, 
other than an affliction of rheuma- 
tism, for wishing death, has been 
divulged so far. He was forty-eight 
years old and had been employed at 
the factory for twenty -seven years 
past. 

The discovery was made al 1.80 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Fer- 
ral had probably been dead for 
many hours, when Joseph J Baugh 
man, the general superintendent of 
the factory, went around to attend 
to some important business matters. 

As he opened the door he noticed 
the odor of gas. In the inner office 
it was so strong that, putting his 
hand over his nostrils, ho rushed to 
open the window. 

The entry of light into the room 
revealed the dead man kneeling 
before the chair The body of 
Ferral was taken to the home, 
where a mute widow now weeps 
silently. The Coroner is trying 
to decide whether it was suicide 
in accident. 

Mr Ferral is well-known by the 
older deaf here. He was a member 
of All Souls' Church and fottuely 
worked in a bakery, being a good 
cake baker. It is haul for us to 
believe that he died a suicide 
though be may have been driven to 
it by bis sufferings. In stature, he 
was short and thin built, and he 
rather looked like a sicky man. 
He had been married for a number 
irs, but leaves no children. 
We extend our sympathy to the 
sorrowing wife.

He im- 
mediately alighted from his horse 
and offered all the assistance he 
possibly eonlcd Seeing that the 
man was in a dying condition be 
mounted his horse again and rode 
with all possible speed nearly a half 
mile away, where he notified a 
policeman. The man died, how- 
ever, before Ihe arrival of the pa- 
trol wagon. Nothing was found on 
his person that would lead lo his 

identification. It is belived that 

the victim was deaf. He was walk- 
ing along the roadside, and when 
ihe car, which was going at a high 
rate of speed, was within a few 
yards of him, he Stepped on the 
tracks. 

Director English shouted to the 
man, but he paid no attention to 
the warning. It-was an impossibili- 
ty stop to the car owing to its velo- 
city. Motoiman William Morris, 
of Chester, applied the reverse and 
put on the brakes, hut it was ot no 
use. The car struck the man, 
knocking him down and the wheels 
[tassed over his body. 

After dismounting Director F.ng- 
lish assisted in removing the man's 
hotly from the tracks. He then 
called for bandages and several 
men offered parts of their shirts. 
With the pieces of cloth the Din 
tor bandaged up the bleeding 
wounds as best he could. In the 
hope of having him conveyed to 
the hospital before he succumbed, 
he put the spurs to his horse and 
notified a policeman. The body 
was removed to the Moigue."
